AN INTERESTING LAW CASE. 


The Joues-Beynton Water Case 
Recently Decided vy Judze 


Bigelow , 
The suit of Robert Jones against 


Judge Bigelow last Saturday, involved 
legal questions of more than passing 


interest to ditch owners and water 
consumers generally. Prior to 1878 
Jones constructed a ditch through the 
lands now owned by Boynton and lor 
several years weed it to convey waste 
water from the Norcross and other 
ranches above to bis lands below. No 
water has been carried through that 
portion of the ditch lying within Boyn- 
ton’s inclosuse since 18%). In the 
ineaptime Boynton continued the cul- 
tivation of the land in and vver the 
ditch the same as thongh it dit not 
exist, and in this manner, and by the 
the tramping of stock, the ditch in 
many places was entirely obliterated. 
Jones baving no use for the ditch daring 
these years made no objection to 
Boynton’s user. Under this state of 
facts it seems the Court was called 
upon to determine whether Jones had 
forfeited his easement by abandon- 
ment and, non-user, and the title to the 
same had reverted to Boynton by 
right of prescription. The Court de- 
cidee that Boynton’s sole and uninter- 
rupted use and occupation of the land

Tue Fiji Islands fifty-five years ago 
had never seen a missionary, and were 
peopled by ferocious cannibals. In 1879 
Sir Arthur Gordon, the first British 
Governor, said on his return to London: 
“Out of a population of about 120,000, 
102,000 are now regular worsbipers in 
the churches, which number 800, all 
well built and completed. In every 
family there is morning and evening 
worship.” 

JAPAN had but ten Christian converts 
in 1872. According to statistics just 
now published there are now 31.181, of 
whom 5,542 were received into the 
churches last year. Twenty-six mission- 
ary societies are at‘work in the Empire, 
and already there are no less than four- 
teen theological seminaries with nearly 
800 native students for the ministry. 
The Buddhist priests have dwindled 
from 244,000 to 50,000—a most significant 
fact. 

It is not-yet seventy-five years since 
the first convert was gained in Poly- 
nesia. Now the converts number 750,- 
000. A band of 160 young men and 
women from Tahiti and the neighboring 
islands are going forth as evangelists to 
other benighted tribes. Of al! these na- 
tive workers not one, it is said, has 
ever proved recreant or faithless. Yet 
these are the cannibals of less than 4 
century ago who had lost all idea of any 
God save thatof some strange, tyran- 
nical despot. 

AFRICA now has at work within her 
borders ten American, twelve British 
and thirteen continental missionary so- 
cieties. There are more tnan 70U or. 
dained missionaries. and more than 
7,000 native preachers. It is cstim .ted 
‘hat there are, both white and native, 
about 175,000 communicants and 890,000 
adherents. The Congo region, so re- 
cently opened, now hasachain of mis 
sion stations extending almost from tho 
mouth of the river to the equator, and 
ive large steamers are engaged in mis- 
sion work on the Upper Congo. 

MADAGASCAR, early in the century, 
wasa nation of flerce idolaters. The 
first missionaries were télid that they 
might as well trytoconvertcattle. The 
most inhuman cruelties were practiced 
upon the first converts, and as late as 
1857, 2,000 were: put to death for their 
faith. Butthe church that went under 
the cloud with a few hunared souls and 
God’s Word in their hands came out a 
hdést of 37,000! _Now the London Society 
afoné has more than 60,000 church mem- 
bers and about 280,000 adherents. Six- 
ty-five years ago not a native of the 
island could read, néw 300,00) can read. 
Madagascar has wore than 5,000 or- 
dained and native preachers.
